NOTICE: How to Follow State Agency Rulemaking in the State Register

The State Register is the official source, and only complete listing, for all state agency rulemaking in its various stages. State agencies
are required to publish notice of their rulemaking action in the State Register. Published every Monday, the State Register makes it easy to follow
and participate in the important rulemaking process. Approximately 75 state agencies have the authority to issue rules. Each agency is assigned
specific Minnesota Rule chapter numbers. Every odd-numbered year the Minnesota Rules are published. This is a ten-volume bound collection
of all adopted rules in effect at the time. Supplements are published to update this set of rules. Proposed and adopted emergency rules do not
appear in this set because of their short-term nature, but are published in the State Register.

If an agency seeks outside opinion before issuing new rules or rule amendments, it must publish a NOTICE OF INTENT TO SOLICIT
OUTSIDE OPINION in the Official Notices section of the State Register. When rules are first drafted, state agencies publish them as Proposed
Rules, along with a notice of hearing, or notice of intent to adopt rules without a hearing in the case of noncontroversial rules. This notice asks
for comment on the rules as proposed. Proposed emergency rules and withdrawn proposed rules are also published in the State Register. After
proposed rules have gone through the comment period, and have been rewritten into their final form, they again appear in the State Register as
Adopted Rules. These final adopted rules are not printed in their entirety in the State Register, only the changes made since their publication as
Proposed Rules. To see the full rule, as adopted and in effect, a person simply needs two issues of the State Register, the issue the rule appeared
in as proposed, and later as adopted. For a more detailed description of the rulemaking process, see the Minnesota Guidebook to State Agency

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Proposed Rules

Pursuant to Minn. Stat. §§ 14.22, an agency may propose to adopt, amend, suspend or repeal rules without first holding a public hearing, as
long as the agency determines that the rules will be noncontroversial in nature. The agency must first publish a notice of intent to adopt rules
without a public hearing, together with the proposed rules, in the Stare Register. The notice must advise the public:

1. that they have 30 days in which to submit comment on the proposed rules;
2. that no public hearing will be held unless 25 or more persons make a written request for a hearing within the 30-day comment period;

3. of the manner in which persons shall request a hearing on the proposed rules; and
4. that the rule may be modified if the modifications are supported by the data and views submitted.

If, during the 30-day comment period, 25 or more persons submit to the agency a written request for a hearing of the proposed rules, the
agency must proceed under the provisions of §§ 14.14-14.20, which state that if an agency decides to hold a public hearing, it must publish a
notice of intent in the State Register.

Pursuant to Minn. Stat. §§ 14.29 and 14.30, agencies may propose emergency rules under certain circumstances. Proposed emergency rules
are published in the State Register and, for at least 25 days thereafter, interested persons may submit data and views in writing to the proposing
agency.

(2) a review of the findings of the executive director’s investigation; and
7506.0130 LICENSING AND QUALIFICATION.

Subpart 1. Contingent license. If an applicant for reissuance submits incomplete or inaccurate information in support of the
application and the board determines the applicant can correct the problem within a period of 60 days, the board shall issue a contingent
license good for 60 days from the date of the board meeting at which the determination is made. The applicant may continue operations
during this period. If an application is incomplete or inaccurate due to circumstances within the control of the applicant the board
may impose & fine an administrative penalty of up to $50 under part 7506.0170, subpart 5, depending on the culpability of the
applicant.

A lapsed license does not authorize the holder to conduct
business as a private investigator or protective agent. The holder of a lapsed license is eligible for reissuance; however, if the lapsed
license expires, the applicant must then file an application for a new license.

Commissioner’s Order No. 2410: Regulations for the Taking and Possession of Certain Species of
Fish in Inland Waters; Superseding Commissioner’s Order No. 2398
PURSUANT TO AUTHORITY vested in me by Minnesota Statutes §§ 97A.045, 97C.395, 97C.401 and other applicable law, I,

Rodney W. Sando, Commissioner of Natural Resources, hereby drescribe the following regulations for the taking and possession of
certain species of fish in inland waters.

Section 1. The species of fish listed in this section may be taken by angling in the specified inland waters except for such of these
waters as may otherwise be closed to the taking of fish. The taking and possession of such fish is subject to the seasons, limits, and
other restrictions set forth herein or in other applicable laws, regulations, or orders. All dates are inclusive. Whenever the closing date
of a season prescribed herein falls on a Saturday, the season shall extend through the following day.

Species and Open Season Daily & Possession Limits

(a) Largemouth and smallmouth bass. In all waters lying east and north of U.S. 6
Highway 53 from Duluth to International Falls and in Pelican and Ash Lakes, St. Louis (In aggregate.)
County, Saturday two weeks prior to Memorial Day weekend to the third Monday in
February. In all other waters, Saturday nearest May 29 to the third Monday in February.

(b) Trout, including brook, brown and rainbow trout, splake and Atlantic salmon,
but not including lake trout.

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Species and Open Season

(1) All streams and rivers from Lake Superior upstream to the posted
boundaries are open continuously. In the posted areas of the Knife River in Lake County,
trout may be taken only from June 1 to August 31, or as otherwise posted pursuant to
experimental regulations. Except in the Pigeon River in Cook County and the St. Louis
River in St. Louis County, a single hook only shall be used for angling.

(2) In all streams of Lake Superior watershed in St. Louis, Lake and Cook
Counties, above the posted boundaries (noted in 1 above), except the St. Louis River and
Estuary (that body of water lying inland of Minnesota Point) and their tributaries, Saturday
nearest April 15 to September 30.

Seines may not be used in Lake
Superior within 100 feet of the mouth of any stream.

Sec. 5. ANGLING HOURS.

(a) Angling hours on all streams and rivers from Lake Superior upstream to posted boundaries are from one hour before
sunrise to one hour after sunset daily during the open season.

(b) Angling hours for trout on all other inland waters are from one hour before sunrise to 11 p.m. daily during the open
season.

(c) Angling hours for all other species on all inland waters are continuous during the open season, except for certain waters
which are subject to experimental or special regulations.

Sec. 6. Any fish that is hooked (snagged) in any part of the body except the mouth shall immediately be unhooked and returned
to the water, whether dead or alive.

Sec. 7. Certain waters of the state are subject to experimental or special regulations for the taking and possession of fish. The
provistons of this order shall apply to such waters only insofar as they are consistent with the experimental or special regulations
pertaining thereto.

Commissioner’s Order No. 2411: Regulations for the Taking of Moose During 1991

PURSUANT TO AUTHORITY vested in me by Minnesota Statutes §§ 97A.431, 97B.501-97B.511, and other applicable law, I,
Rodney W. Sando, Commissioner of Natural Resources, hereby prescribe the following regulations for the taking of moose during
1991. All dates are inclusive unless otherwise specified.

Section 1. SEASON DATES AND HOURS.

Moose may be taken by legal firearm or legal bow and arrow from one-half hour before sunrise to sunset within the following dates
and zones:

In Zones 3-10 and 14-17 from October 12 to October 20, 1991.

In Zone 2 (Agassiz National Wildlife Refuge and State Eckvoll, Elm Lake, and Mud Lac Wildlife Management Areas in Marshall
County) from November 30 to December 8, 1991.
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Sec. 2. BAG LIMIT.

The bag limit is one moose of any age or either sex per licensed party of four hunters. Under no circumstances shall any party take
more than one moose.

Sec. 3. WEAPONS.

(a) Legal firearms: Only those firearms described as legal for taking big game by Minnesota Statutes ch. 97B.031 may be
used for taking moose.

(b) Legal bow and arrow: Bows must have a pull of no less than 40 pounds at or before full draw. It shall be unlawful to hunt
with any poisoned arrow or arrow with explosive tip, or to hunt with any bow drawn, held, or released by a mechanical device, except
as provided by state law. Arrow heads must conform to the requirements of state law.

(c) Mixed-weapons parties: Licensed moose hunt parties may consist of both individuals hunting with bow and arrow and
individuals hunting with firearms. However, a person may not hunt moose by bow and arrow while in possession of, or having under
control, any firearm.

-Sec. 4. OPEN MOOSE HUNTING ZONES - 1991.

Those portions of the state lying within the following described boundaries are open to the taking of moose during the respective
periods described in Section 1.

ZONE 2

Comprised of the Agassiz National Wildlife Refuge and the State Eckvoll, Elm Lake, and Mud Lac Wildlife Management Areas in
Marshall County.

ZONE 3

Beginning on State Trunk Highway (STH) 11 at Greenbush; thence northeast along STH 11 to STH 89 at Roseau; thence southerly
along STH 89 to County State Aid Highway (CSAH) 20, Roseau County; thence east along CSAH 20 to CSAH 9, Roseau County;
thence south along CSAH 9, Roseau County to CSAH 54, Marshall County; thence southerly along CSAH 54, Marshall County to
CSAH 28, Pennington County; thence south along CSAH 28, Pennington County to STH 1; thence west along STH 1 to STH 32;

thence east along State Trunk Highway (STH) 11 to the point of beginning at Karlstad.

Beginning on State Trunk Highway (STH) 11 at Donaldson; thence east along STH 11 to U.S. Highway 59 at Karlstad; thence
southeasterly along U.S. Highway 59 to County State Aid Highway (CSAH) 28, Marshall County at Newfolden; thence west along
CSAH 28, Marshall County to CSAH 4, Marshall County; thence westerly along CSAH 4, Marshall County to U.S. Highway 75;
thence northwesterly along U.S. Highway 75 to the point of beginning at Donaldson.

ZONE 8

Beginning on County State Aid Highway (CSAH) 4, Marshall County at Argyle; thence easterly along CSAH 4, Marshall County
to CSAH 28, Marshall County; thence east along CSAH 28, Marshall County to U.S. Highway 59 at Newfolden; thence southeasterly
along U.S. Highway 59 to State Trunk Highway (STH) 32 at Thief River Falls; thence south along STH 32 to CSAH 3, Pennington
County; thence west along CSAH 3, Pennington County to CSAH 21, Polk County; thence west along CSAH 21, Polk County to U.S.
Highway 75; thence northwesterly along U.S. Highway 75 to the point of beginning at Argyle.
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ZONE 9

Beginning on U.S. Highway 75 at Crookston; thence northwesterly along U.S. Highway 75 to County State Aid Highway (CSAH)
21, Polk County; thence east along CSAH 21, Polk County to CSAH 3, Pennington County; thence east along CSAH 3, Pennington
County to State Trunk Highway (STH) 32; thence southerly on STH 32 to CSAH I, Polk County; thence west along CSAH [, Polk
County to STH 9 at Beltrami; thence northerly along STH 9 to U.S. Highway 2; thence westerly along U.S. Highway 2 to U.S. Highway
75 at the point of beginning.

ZONE 10

Beginning on County State Aid Highway (CSAH) 41, Polk County at Mclntosh; thence westerly along CSAH 41, Polk County to
State Trunk Highway (STH) 32; thence northerly along STH 32 to STH 1; thence east along STH | to CSAH 27, Pennington County;
thence southerly along CSAH 27, Pennington County to CSAH 2, Polk County; thence southerly along CSAH 2, Polk County to STH
92 at Gully; thence westerly along STH 92 to CSAH 8, Red Lake County; thence west and south on CSAH 8, Red Lake County to
CSAH 8, Polk County; thence southerly along CSAH 8, Polk County to the point of beginning.

ZONE 14

Beginning at the junction of County State Aid Highway (CSAH) 1, Polk County and State Trunk Highway (STH) 32; thence west
along CSAH 1, Polk County to STH 9; thence south along STH 9 to CSAH 39, Norman County; thence cast along CSAH 39, Norman
County to STH 32 and STH 113; thence east along STH 113 to the west boundary of the White Earth Indian Reservation; thence
along the west and north boundaries of said Reservation to U.S. Highway 59; thence north along U.S. Highway 59 to CSAH 41, Polk
County; thence west along CSAH 41, Polk County to STH 32; thence south along STH 32 to the point of beginning.

ZONE 15

Beginning at the junction of State Trunk Highway (STH) 32 and County State Aid Highway (CSAH) 39, Norman County; thence
west along CSAH 39, Norman County to STH 9; thence south along STH 9 to U.S. Highway 10; thence east along U.S. Highway 10
to STH 32; thence north along STH 32 to the point of beginning.

ZONE 16

Beginning at the junction of State Trunk Highway (STH) 32 and U.S. Highway 10; thence south along STH 32 to County State Aid
Highway (CSAH) 35, Clay County; thence south along CSAH 35, Clay County to CSAH 21, Otter Tail County; thence south along
CSAH 21, Otter Tail County to STH 108; thence west along STH 108 to CSAH 21, Wilkin County; thence south along CSAH 21,
Wilkin County to CSAH 16, Wilkin County; thence west along CSAH 16, Wilkin County to CSAH 15. Wilkin County; thence north
along CSAH 15, Wilkin County to CSAH 20, Wilkin County; thence west along CSAH 20, Wilkin County to CSAH 11, Wilkin
County; thence north along CSAH 11, Wilkin County to CSAH 21, Clay County; thence north along CSAH 21, Clay County to
CSAH 10, Clay County; thence east along CSAH 10, Clay County to STH 9; thence north along STH 9 to U.S. Highway 10; thence
east along U.S. Highway 10 to the point of beginning.

ZONE 17

Beginning at the intersection of County State Aid Highway (CSAH) 3, Mahnomen County and the north boundary of Mahnomen
County; thence along the north, west, and south boundaries of Mahnomen County to CSAH 13, Mahnomen County; thence north
along CSAH 13, Mahnomen County to State Trunk Highway (STH) 113; thence east along STH 113 to CSAH 3, Mahnomen County;
thence north along CSAH 3, Mahnomen County to the point of beginning.

Sec. 5. REFUGES.
(a) All game refuges are closed unless specifically opened.
(b) Subject to federal regulations, the Agassiz National Wildlife Refuge, Marshall County, is open to the taking of moose.

(¢) The Clay County Refuge in Zone 15 and the sanctuary within the Rothsay WMA in Zone 16 are open for the taking of
moose.

Sec. 6. LICENSE REQUIREMENTS.

(a) The license fee is $275.00 per party of four persons with the license to be valid only for the zone selected, except as
provided for in Sec. 8. All moose hunters must carry their moose license on their persons when hunting or transporting moose or
parts thereof.

(b) Only legal residents of Minnesota may apply.
(c) Applicants must be at least 16 years of age prior to October 12, 1991.
(d) No person shall apply for the 1991 moose hunt who was issued a moose license in 1981 or any moose season thereafter.

(e) No more than 365 parties, each comprised of four hunters, will be issued licenses to hunt. The maximum number of
parties to be issued licenses for each zone and the maximum number of hunters to be licensed in each zone are as follows:

Sec. 7. PROCEDURE FOR SUBMITTING MOOSE HUNT APPLICATION.
(a) Each application must be made for only one of the 13 zones open for moose hunting.

(b) Each hunter shall apply only once and must apply in a party of four. All four hunters must apply for the same zone.

(c) If the number of applications for any zone exceeds the quota set forth in Sec. 6(e) of this order, a random selection by
computer will be conducted by the Department of Natural Resources to determine the successful applicants for such zones.

(d) Owners of, and tenants living on, at least 160 acres of agricultural or grazing land within Zones 3 through 10 and Zones
14 through 17 may submit an application for a special landowner/tenant license drawing for the zone in which they own or live.
Members of their immediate families living with them on the qualifying property who are 16 years of age prior to October 12, 1991,
and are part of the farming operation, are also eligible for this special drawing. Members of a corporation or partnership do not qualify
as landowners unless they are immediate members of a family that actually operates the farm. Landowners who own qualifying land
but do not live on their land are eligible for this special drawing but members of their immediate families are not eligible. Up to 20
percent of the licenses in each of these zones will be issued to such landowners, tenants, or family members. Applicants unsuccessful
in the special drawing will be included in the selection process for the remaining licenses in the same zone. Landowner/tenant party
applications that include individuals who do not meet the requirements for this license will be removed from the landowner/tenant
drawing and will not be entered into the general drawing.

(e) General applications and applications for the landowner/tenant drawing must be made on the appropriate forms and in
accordance with instructions provided by the Department of Natural Resources. All information requested on the application forms
must be provided. Applications which are filled out incompletely or not in accordance with the instructions will not be accepted. Any
person who makes a false statement will be in violation of this order.

(f) After the application has been completed, it must be either mailed or delivered to:

(g) Applications which are mailed must be postmarked no later than June 14, 1991. Applications which are delivered must
be delivered no later than 4:30 p.m., June 14, 1991. Applications postmarked or delivered after these specified times will not be
accepted.

(h) An application fee of $12.00 in the form of a cashier’s check, money order, or personal check must accompany each
application of four hunters. Any checks that are returned to the Department of Natural Resources for non-payment shall invalidate the
application and the check will be destroyed. Refunds of application fees shall not be made for any reason.

(i) Successful applicants will receive a license application with instructions for obtaining their licenses.

Sec. 8. NUISANCE MOOSE.

Nuisance moose may be taken under special permit by licensed resident moose hunters from September 1 to December 31, 1991
between one-half hour before sunrise to sunset each day, pursuant to the following conditions:
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(a) Permits shall be issued by a conservation officer on a case-by-case basis only after the conservation officer has determined
that a nuisance moose problem does in fact exist, and that no practicable alternatives to killing the moose exist for alleviating the
problem.

(b) Permits shall be issued to parties of four hunters who have a valid moose hunting license. Priority will be given to parties
with licenses valid for the zone in which the damage is occurring. Permits issued for nuisance moose outside zones open to hunting
shall be issued only to parties with valid licenses. Only one party shall hunt under any one permit. Each permit shall be restricted to
a specified location.

(c) Any party taking a moose pursuant to this section shall register it with the officer who issued the permit (or designee)
within 48 hours after taking.

(d) Any party taking a moose pursuant to this section shall not kill, hunt, or tag another moose during 1991.

(e) Any party who takes a moose pursuant to this section shall tag the animal with the locking seal provided with their valid
license.

(f) Nuisance moose permittees are subject to all provisions of this order not inconsistent with this section and all laws relating
to the taking of wild animals.

Sec. 9. SPECIAL PROVISIONS.

(a) The visible portion of the hunter’s cap and outer garments, above the waist excluding sleeves if any and excluding gloves,
shall be bright red or blaze orange or covered therewith. Blaze orange includes a camouflage pattern of at least 50 percent blaze
orange within each foot square. '

(b) Military leave papers cannot be used in lieu of a moose license and non-resident military personnel stationed in Minnesota
cannot be considered as residents for purposes of the moose license applications.

(c) Hunters shall hunt moose only in the zone for which they are licensed, except as provided in Sec. 8.

(d) Hunters shall not hunt moose without having the unused seal in possession of the party hunting. Licensed parties may
not assist other licensed parties in taking moose.

(e) No moose taken in this state shall be transported or possessed unless the seal bearing the license number of the party
taking the moose and the year of its issue has been affixed to the carcass by attaching it in one of the following locations: (1) between
the tendon and the bone of a hind leg and fastened around either the bone or the tendon; (2) around the base of either antler; or (3)
through a slit cut through either ear. The seal must be fastened so that it cannot be readily removed from the moose. The seal must
be attached to the moose when: (1) the moose is in a camp or place occupied overnight or the yard surrounding the place; or (2) the
animal is on a motor vehicle (self-propelled vehicle or any vehicle propelled or drawn by a self-propelled vehicle).

(f) Each moose must, within 48 hours of taking, be registered as follows:
(1) Moose taken in Zones 3-10 and 14-17 shall be registered and tagged at one of the following check stations.

Station Location
Roseau River WMA Headquarters 3 mi. W. of Pine Creek
Thief Lake WMA Headquarters 10 mi. E., 3 mi. N. of Middle River

In addition to the stations listed above, the DNR will establish authorized Moose Registration Stations at Barnesville, Crookston,
Hawley, Karlstad, Thief River Falls, and Twin Valley. The locations of these stations will be announced in material sent with the
licenses.

(2) Moose taken in Zone 2 shall be registered at the Agassiz National Wildlife Refuge Headquarters, 11 mi. E. of Holt.

(g) Moose may be skinned, quartered, or further divided prior to transportation and registration, but all edible meat, and all
other parts of the moose not left in the field, must be presented at one time for registration.

(h) No application or license is transferable.
(i) The commissioner may reject applications not completed according to the directions.

(j) No moose shall be taken in any manner in any area of the state except as herein expressly provided or as otherwise provided
by statute or commissioner’s order.

(k) Except as provided by Sec. 5, none of the provisions of this order shallbe construed as modifying or superseding any

order establishing game refuges within the state nor as permitting the taking ofany wild animals within such refuges or within state
parks.
